Second Lesson in Finance. 


A few issues beck ck we showed that all 


the money voted by the Legislative 
Council for the year, 1870 in the Estim- 
ates was $513,735; of that amosot 
$156,637 was for Iuterest and Sioking 
Fund on the Public Debt,—end that 
the balance $360,098, was the trae som 
to which taxpayers could object, it being 
“the balanes out of which the salaries of 
the Officisls and the expenditare for 
services are paid, We now at pod to 
deal with thle Balance; but shall confine 
our observations at present to that part 
of the Balance of the $360,098, that in- 
eludes the salaries of those officials who 
are provided for by Special -Acts,—axud 
who are not dependent on anoual votes 
for their salaries, The first act was ev- 
acted by Governor Dunglas, when sole 
Legislator of British Columbis, and is 
Sept. 24th, 1863. The " salaries 
eoumerated in the Schedale to this act 
are as follows: » Governor £3,000; 
Judge of Sepreme Goart of British Col- 
umbia, £1,200; Colonial Secretary 
£800; Attorney’ General vith practice 
£500; Treasurer £750; Comnnssioner 
of Lands and Surveyor General 
£3800; Culleetor of Customs £650 ; 
Cuief’ Inspector of Pulice £500; 
Registrar General of British  Col- 
ambia £500, muking a total of £8,700, 
equal to $42,195. Under the Crown 
Officers Salary extension Ordinance. of 
865, asother £1,000 sterling of $4,850 
was added to the ‘salary of the Governor 
of British. Columbia, Under the Chief 
Jastice’s Salary Act, 1864, there were 
-« £1,200 sterling, or or $5, 820 voted per- 
1 manently as the salary of the Chief Jus- 
~ fice of Vancouver Island, These three 
Actes make the total amouat of the saler- 
ies of the Governor and permanent Off» 
cisls $52,865. From thi» som, owing 
to the daties of Treasarer being dischar- 
ged by the Colonial Secretery, we bave 
to deduct £750, or $3,637, from the 
total, which leaves $49,228. Owing to

Important from Mexico. 


By the Southern mail we have important 
news from Mexico. Letters dated Guaymas, 
June 3d, contain following account of & 
filibustering raid on that place. 


We are permitted to peruse several of these 
letters, which acree in the following points : 
On the 28th of Jane last Col. Fortino Viscai- 
no landed about 180 men from the Salvado- 
rian steamer Forward, and took possession of 
the Custom-housge and other public buildings, 
without meeting any opposition. Not satis- 
fied with the booty made at the revenue 
offices (amounting to about $100,000) and 
5,600 muskets taken out of the store of Mr. 
Alsers, the assailants demanded from the firm 
of Ortis & Hermanoes a contribution of $25,- 
000, which however was refused. Viscaino 
then took from their store the value of $43,- 
000 in goods, mostly belonging to Mazatlan 
and San Francisco houses, and foithwith 
embarked with their plunder, in the nick of 
time to evade the Government troops, which 
had come down from Hermosillo, 

We know already by last steamer that the 
igteamerForward, seized atMazatlan, had been 
released ; that the Captain applied for a clear- 
ance to the oyster fisherie# of Tecapan ; but 
this-being refused, he had to clear for “an 
Nolas, where the Collector turnished him the 
desired license. However, the collector of 
Mazatlan, sevi g his orders disobeyed, sent a 
vessel to Teacapan and. would have seized 
the steamer again had not Placido Vega done 
so in advance. 

These preliminaries make it sure that Vega 
is at the bottom of this. raid on Guaymas, 
and it is to be presumed thathe wili try his 
hand a'so on La Paz—a veritable: filibuster 
expedition: 

Gen. Vega bimself having in all probabiiity 
remained behind at San Bilas, un- 
doubtedly prepared this expedition to be 
able to carry out bis old plans against Maza- 
tlan—Gen Lozada not daring to lend any as- 
sistance to such an enterprise since the revo- 
lution ot Garzia de la Cadena failed. 

On the arrival ef the steamer Continental 
we may expect to bear further details.
